The reformation of Germany pre- 
gents vast and unprecedented prob- 
lems for Allied solution, and the 
greatest of these is how best to re- 
edUcate the people of the Reich so 
as to eliminate the curse of Nazism 
and'PrusSianism. 
Hitler remoulded the thought of 
the nation by intensive education 
along his evil lines. There is no 
cure except more education along 
the right lines. 
The first task will be to deter- 
mine what are the right lines, and 
.that won't be easy because there's 
no exact precedent for guidance. 
The job of re-education will take 
years, and tbr- Allies can't afford 
to make serio. j 
mistakes. The 
wrong approach would be adding 
to the damage already done by the 
war-mongering dictator. 
So where do we begin? The other 
night I spoke on foreign affairs at 
a dinner, and during a question 
period afterward a university pres- 
ident raised the point of what type 
of education should be promoted in 
Germany in order to achieve peace. 
We quickly found we agreed that 
the educational program should be 
such as would give the 
Germans 
the greatest degree of acquaintance 
with the peoples of other nati9ns. 
And what would be the medium 


of this education? Well, the most 
important would seem to be the 
If' 
every-day news of all categories, 
told in straightforward 
manner 
through press and radio. Short of 
travel, that's the easiest way to be- 
' come acquainted with other 
peo- 
ples. And by news one means 
a 
humanized 
report that 
includes 
those garden-fence chats which are 
so essential to neighborly 
standing. 
under- 


it strikes me this is useful to re- 


: member not only in connection with 
Germany's rehabilitation 
but 
in 
considering the relations 
among 
other countries. The present 
day 
difficulties which we see cropping 
up even among the United Nations 
are due in many instances to lack 
of acquaintance with the other fel- 
low. That breeds suspicion. 
The Germans are going to be 
bitter and sullen for a long time, 
unless they run contrary to what 
"one would expect from a conquered 
people. Daily the Allies will be re- 
minded of the ancient truism that 
you can lead a horse to water but 
etcetera. 
Nobody will be able to drive any- 
thing of educational value into Ger- 
man heads with the big stick. About 
the only influence they will be sus- 
ceptible to will be the unadulter- 
ated news of what is going on in the 
land of peace and good will. Sup- 
pression of legitimate news, or dis- 
tribution of propaganda, would only 
defeat the educational program.

Goering Puts 
Blame Upon 
Hitler Alone

May H — (UP)— Reichsmarshal 
Hermann Goering said today that 
Adolf Hitler first admitted the war 
was lost and further resistance was 
useless after "certain events" in 
the Chancellery at besiged Berlin 
on April 22. 


Goering, prize prisoner of 
the 
U. S. Seventh Army, referred mys- 
teriously to the "events" in 
the 
Chancellery 
as 
the 
Russians 
stormed through the streets of Ber- 
lin toward it and neared the com- 
plete encirclement of the capital. 


When he left Berlin for Berchtes- 
gaden on April 20, he said, Hitler 
intended to follow him. But 
he 
changed his mind, Goering 
said, 
after he was convinced that even a 
stand in the Bavarian Alps was use- 
less. 
• Goering was at pains to try to 
shift all political responsibility for 
Germany's share in the war to Hit- 
ler. 


Allied war correspondents 
able to interview the surrendered 
Goering, former No. 2 Nazi' desig- 
nated by Hitler himself as the man 
to succeed him. 


Not a single medal adorned Goer- 
ing's powder blue uniform. He gave 
the impression of being jittery, if 
not frightened, and there was none 
of the bluff and boastful Reichs- 
marshal whose Luftwaffe once ter- 
rorized Europe. 


Goering looked 25 to 30 pounds 
lighter than the weight to which he 
had become accumstomed. But he 
still was fat. His paunch bulged 
his 
tunic 
in 
most 
unmilitary 
fashion. 


Otherwise he appeared to be — 
and said he was — in good health. 
And his answers indicated he still 
was able to think quickly and trick- 
ily.

Eisenhower to 
Represent U.S. 
in Germany

Washington. May 11 — (fi*i— Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower still repre- 
sents the United States on the four- 
power control council for Germany, 
This was disclosed today 
in a 


War Department announcement of 
plans for America's part in occupy- 
ing Germany. The United Stales 
unit in the Allied control council 
will be divided into 12 major divi- 
sions .corresponding generally 
to match 
the ministries of the German cen- 
tral government. 


Included wirl be a special intel- 
ligence section to detect and "ruth- 
lessly" suppress any Nazi under- 
ground activities. 
Eisenhower's role was 
agreed 
upon at the Yalta Big Three meet- 
ing.Lt Gen. Lucius Clay will serve 
as deputy to Eisenhower and also 
will be "deputy military governor 
for Germany," 
the 
department 
said, without amplifying this latter 
reference. Clay, a West Pointer, 
was attached to the Office of Wai- 
Mobilization and reconversion un- 
til last month, when he was trans- 
ferred to Supreme 
Allied 
Head- 
quarters. 


The 
announcement 
said' that 
United Stales army, navy and air 
forces had perfected over a period 
of many months and in coordina- 
tion with the British, Russians and 
French a "coordinated program to 
impose a stern military govern- 
ment over all of Germany and to 
carry out the policies agreed upon 
at Yalta." It did not, however, of 
ficially define the area of Ameri- 
can occupation. 


The creation of the intelligence 
section was a sample of this de- 
cision for stern control. 
Each of the 12 divisions 
wil 
share responsibility in purging al 
public agencies and industries o: 
Nazis, but the overall intelligence 
section, "answerable 
directly to 
General Clay, will maintain gener- 
al supervision over the entire dc- 
Nazification program," the depart- 
ment said. Then it added: 
"This 
intelligence 
section will 
also maintain surveillance over all 
German agencies and provide as- 
surance that activities 
by 
Nazi

Aboard a Cruiser Bound for Bor- 
neo —(/P)— To the denim-clad mem- 
bers of a warship's crew, it must 
seem that half their lives arc spent 
standing in lines. 


There's thc breakfast line, 
thc 
lunch line, the dinner line, tnc ice 
cream line, thc soda fountain line 
and thc ship's store lines. Lines run 
through passageways, up ladders, 
across decks. They stretch out like 
a line you'd find in front of a but- 
cher shop with a sign: "Fresh 
steaks—35c a pound. 


It takes half an hour up to get 


through a chow line when a tasty 
menu draws thc boys in force. An 
average ice cream counter 
line 
runs up a 15-minutc wait. Thc wail 
for peanuts, shaving c'rcam, hair 
tonic, or cigarets averages half an 
hour and up. 


•Most of the boys figure the ice 
cream line brings thc best return 
for the lime spent. Some of them 
run through it two or three times 
during the two hours a day thc 
"gcdunk counter" is open.
